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Ford Wage Talks Deadlocked 


NOTES FJROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—Sev- 
eral days ago we wrote a 
piece here telling of the pro- 
posed organization of a Fed- 
eral Savings and Loan Asso- 
ciation in Dixon. 


The story was a normal one ex- 


cept that we said that the organ- 
ization was the outgrowth of some 
expressed dissatisfaction with the 
loan policies of the local banks. 
We meant banks in the 
broad 


sense—those who save and invest 
money. The story brought a com- 
plaint from one banker. So we'll 
broaden the statement 
to say 


"lending institutions." That should 
include all and sundry and doesn't 
cite any one bank or institution. 


Actually the "dissatisfaction" or 


"criticism" was summed up in a 
report prepared for Evert Kincaid 
and Associates, by Albert Dickens, 
a Washington, D. C.. economist. 
The report was cited by the back- 
ers of the proposed new Savings 
and Loan Association in their orig- 
inal statement of intention. 


The "criticism (and it depends on 


where you sit if you call it any- 
thing) among other things, called 
our lending institutions too con- 
servative. To quote: 
"Conserva- 


tism and a desire for ready liqui- 
dity characterize the local finan- 
cial attitude as well as that of out- 
aide mortgagees."

Now, If you'rf a director or a 


depositor in a lending Institu- 
tion; ronrd say, "That's great!" 


If you are a would-be-home- 


builder and yon wanted a heavy 


• loan, and heard about a no-

what critical, we would imagine.

Since the report concerned mort- 


gage money for financing: homes, 
we'll quote the paragraph in the 
Dickens' report in its entirety. It 
should set the record straight. 


"Except for the financing of 


'sell-help* houses, about S3 per 
cent of all mortgage money is 
furnished 
by 
outside capital, 


mainly br insurance companies. 
Of such loans from outside capi- 
tal, 50 per cent are for conven- 
tional mortgages involving a 40 
per cent equity and a 20-year 
amortization period: 30 per cent 
are for Gt loans, and 20 per cent 
FHA-insnred loans, though most 
suppliers of mortgage funds are 
reluctant to confirm to GI and 
FHA standards. 
Only onp local 


lending institution is FHA-ap- 
proved. Tn general, outside lend- 
ers prescribe severe terms for 
the granting: of loans in the form 
of arbitrarily high equity pay- 
ments and unrealistic ratios of 
loan to borrowers' incomes. In 
addition, though there appears 
to be" an abundance of POTEX- 
TIAL local capital, it is present- 
ly Immobilised with one institu- 
tion fully committed in outstand- 
ing: loans and another nearly so 
though some credit expansion 
still is possible. There are also 
larse reserves of idle individual 
savings. 
Conservatism 
and a 


desire for ready liquidity char- 
acterize the local financial atti- 
tude as well as that of outside 
mortgagees. It therefore seems 
evident that prevailing financial 
practices 
constitute 
the main 


bottleneck in satisfying the hous- 
ing market demands in the Dixon 
area. 
In passing, it should be 


noted that less than one-third of 
all owner-occupied Oixon resi- 
dential properties were 
mort- 


gaged in 1950."

Local Area Firms 
Get Road Bids 
Township Road? Bridge 
Contracts Let Today 


Three Dixon-area contractors today were awarded Lee county town 


ship roads and bridge building contracts totaling $33,327.87. Bids or 
two other township bridge projects were rejected as too high, accord 
ing to County Supt. of Highways Fred Leake, Jr. 


The contracts were awarded by 


the individual township road com- 
missioners with the approval of 
four of the five members of the 
County Board -of Supervisors' road 
and bridge committee. 


The contracts call for the re- 


surfacing of about two miles of a 
gravel road located east of Ashton 
in Ashton township, one and one- 
half miles of gravel road located 
south of Lee Center in Lee Center 
township and a bridge to be built 
over Bureau Creek at a point two 
and a half miles south of Compton 
in Brooklyn township. 


Butler Low 


The Frank Butler Co., Franklin 


Grove, was awarded the contract 
in Ashton township for the low bid 
of So,227.47. The engineers' esti- 
mate was 55.4,41.46. The bid in- 
cludes the price of hauling the 
gravel. 


Two other firms also submitted 


bids on the two-mile resurfacing 
project. Stoneridge Limestone Co., 
Rochelle, submitted a bid of S5,- 
563.74 and Macklin Bros., Steward, 
submitted a bid of So.594.31. 


Finnegan and Burger Co., Ster- 


ling, was awarded the contract 
in Lee Center township for its low 
bid of $7,055.60. The engineers' 
estimate was S8.526.69. Their bid 
includes shaping, d r a i n i n g and 
surfacing the road. 


There were also two other firms 


submitting bids on this mile and a 
half project. The Ogle Construction 
Co.. Oregon, submitted a bid of 
S7.701.65. Glen Mehlhausen. Ash- 
ton. submitted a bid of S9.853.50. 


Mehlhausen was awarded the 


Brooklyn township contract to con 
struct a bridge across Bureau 
Creek. His bid of $21,044.80 wa 
less than three per cent highe: 
than the engineers' estimate o 
320,542.50. 


The Shappert Eng. Co., Belvi 


dere, submitted the only other bid 
on this project. Its bid was 522,959 


Advertise Again 


Leake, who opened the bids a 


10 a.m. today in the supervisors 
room in the courthouse, said that 
he will advertise for bids to con- 
struct bridges in Alto and Na- 
chusa townships again at a later 
aate. 


He explained that only one .bid 


was received on each project. The 
bridge in Alto township is located 
three miles east and a mile south 
of Steward. The bridge in Nachusa 
township is located two miles north 
and two miles east of Nachusa 
over Franklin Creek. 


"We cannot use federal or state 


aid money in any of these projects 
since they are located on township 
roads," Leake said, "but the town- 
ships will be able to use alloted 
motor fuel tax funds."

ASHTON— (Special) — The 


compromise between the two 
opposing factions in Commu- 
nity Unit School District 271 
on a school building program 
exploded Thursday night, as 
the board of education voted 
by the majority of one vote 
to call a special election on 
the purchase of an open- 
country high school building 
site.

But major shifts in position of 


the board members were apparent. 


A few short weeks ago Charles 


Bilderback, Berryl Beeghly, Or- 
ville Englehart and Bruce Wheel- 
er stood firm, on a policy of small 
high schools for each community 
in the district, while Tom Gaskins 
Joe Henry and ,Vemon Schnell 
stood equally firm for a large high 
school to serve the west portion of 
the district, --including the 'Ashton, 
Franklin Grove and Lee Center 
areas. At that time, members of 
the large school group pleaded 
with the others to change their 
minds. 
• 


Thursday night the small school 


plan wasn't even mentioned. Bil- 
derback, Beeghly, Englehart •• and 
Wheeler voted consistently for a 
large high school on a site about 
two miles west of Ashton on the 
Haenitsch 
property. The 
other 


three were equally consistent in 
voting against it. They favored 
building the school at the west 
edge of Ashton. 


An estimated 100 persons attend- 


ed the meeting which was moved 
from the usual meeting place in 
the District 271 office a.nd library 
to the 
gymnasium. There 
had 


been objections 
that 
spectators 


could not hear the proceedings 
of the board when they had to sit 
in, the library which is separated 
from the school office by a rail- 
ing and is on a lower level. 


The special election will be held 


June 21 from noon to 7 p.m. (CDT) 
with 
polling places 
in Ashton, 


Franklin Grove, Lee Center, Paw- 
paw and Ogle County. The prop- 
osition on the ballot will be to buy 
an 18 acre site on the Haenitsch 
property (the site -.would include 
the Sanders School property) and 
build a high school for the west 
portion of the district with money 
from bonds approved last Novem- 
ber. 


Committee Disagrees 


The reported compromise was 


reached during an unofficial meet- 
ing of board members May 27. But 
a committee of board members 
named to investigate sites report- 
edly could not agree on a site when 
it met Tuesday of this week, and 
the old lines again were drawn 
during the special board meeting 
Thursday. 


The board is acting under pres- 


sure of an injunction, suit to pre- 
vent it from selling bonds approved 
last November and petitions for 
ivithdrawal of large blocks of ter- 
ritory from the district. 


The complaint for an injunction 


was filed while the majority of the 
board still favored small high 
schools. Since then the Ashton 
area has petitioned to withdraw 
and form a new community unit 
district.

Jobless Pay 
Plan Issue 
In Parley 


Negotiations 
Tense; Strike 
Deadline Sunday 


DETROIT (IP)—Tense, near 


strike deadline negotiations 
between Ford Motor Co. and 
CIO United Auto Workers re- 
portedly centered today on 
the extent to which Ford 
would supplement unemploy- 
ment compensation of laid off 
workers under a new con- 
tract. 


Well informed sources said sup- 


plementation of jobless insurance 
has bean accepted at least in prin- 
ciple by Ford. But there were two 
divergent reports on how far Ford 
•ffered to go along this route, par- 
alleling UAW's plan for a guaran- 
,eed annual wage. 


Whether General Motors Corp. 


also had accepted the principle or 
anything approaching it officially 
vas a secret. 


Differ Widely 


While usually reliable sources 


agreed Ford had accepted the tin- 
on's demand in principle, they dif- 
fered widely on just what had been 
offered. 


One report said Ford proposed to 


supplement unemployment com- 
pensation only after a worker had 
exhausted his claims at the end of 
the 26th week and to pay only 
what he had been receiving in job- 
less insurance payments for the 
next 26 weeks—half a year. 


That would guarantee a laid off 


worker, with maximum unemploy- 
ment compensation credit, at least 
a yera's pay at the jobless insur^ 
ance rate. 


Another source reported Ford 


had agreed to supplement unem- 
ployment compensation of laid off 
workers for 26 weeks and no long- 
er. This would give a guaranteed 
semi-annual wage, instead of thu 
full 52 weeks sought by union Pres- 
ident Walter Reuther. 


Company Offer 


The company has reportedly of- 


fered to supplement a worker'! 
state payments for the first four 
weeks he is idled to provide him. 
with an aggregate of 65 per cent 
of his regular take-home pay—th« 
amount he gets in his pay en- 
velope after tax and other deduc- 
tions. 


For the next 22 weeks Ford rs- 


portedly proposed lesser company- 
financed payments that would ag- 
gregate 60 per cent of .take-horn* 
pay. 


The UAW had originally 
de- 


manded combined state and com- 
pany payments roughly equaling 
full normal take-home pay. Later 
it scaled this down to 80 per cent 
of full earnings, before tax and 
other deductions. 


It thus appeared that Reuther 


has won the principle of his guar- 
anteed annual wage plan from 
Ford at least, but has gotten only 
part way so far in negotiations in 
achieving the implementing money 
arrangements he desires. 


The union has concentrated its 


bargaining on Ford, with a walkout 
possible there after midnight Sun- 
day. There was no word that Gen- 
eral Motors has accepted the sup- 
plemental unemployment pay idea 
in its separate talks with the UAW.

been successful in getting terms 
won from one major car producer 
spread to the rest of the industry.

Muscles vs. Wishing 


Here at home, critics of President Eisenhower's foreign 


policy assail our A-bomb tests, shake their heads a bit sadly 
at Germany's entry into NATO, and urge that we eagerly 
grasp the extended Russian olive branch (1955 model). 


Abroad, a similar call is heard from the British Labor 


party from French neutralists, from German Social Demo- 


" crats,'and others. India's Nehru goes even further and says 
there ought not to be a NATO. 
All these groups would like it very much, too, if the 


United States were to announce publicly, for the benefit of 
•the Chinese Communists, that we would do nothing to de- 
fend the Chinese coastal islands of Matsu and Quemoy. Some 
. would also be happy if we yielded Formosa. 


•- This entire approach is based on a wishful reading of 


the intentions of the Communist leaders in Moscow and 
Peiping. 
, 
4t the extreme, Nehru says chances for peace would be 


- much greater if the United States and its friends would not 
"band together in military alliances. He regards such pacts 
as provocative. 
The truth is that if there were no NATO, Nehru would 


•not be able to enjoy the luxury of talking about how nice it 
would be without military pacts. For France and Italy 
might be under Communist control, and emboldened Red 
leaders might also be pushing deeper into Asia. 


The same may be said for all the comment about the 


A-tests. So wise a statesman as Sir Winston Churchill has 
more than once declared that the American margin in nu- 
clear weapons has been the real guardian of the free world's 
cause in the last decade. 
It cannot continue to be such a guardian if it is allowed 


to dwindle away. To maintain our superiority, we must have 


• more than greater numbers of nuclear weapons. We must 
have better ones' than the Russians have. We cannot de- 


" velop them if we cannot test them. We must be able to 


measure their effect, their impact on the techniques of of- 
fense and defense. 
Again, if we did not do this, if we did not hold our- ad- 


vantage, neither we nor the Europeans nor anybody else 
would be able to talk so freely about how all the A-tests 
should be called off. 
It does not seem to occur to the criticis that the over- 


riding reason why the Reds are today making soft overtures 
of peace, why they have shifted from military to economic 
and political ventures of conquest, is that by our defensive 
pacts and our nuclear weapons we have made war so unat- 
tractive to them. 
Those who know the Communists best find not one single 


fact to justify a belief they have given up their goal of con- 
quest. No sudden upsurge of brotherly love prompts Mos- 
cow and Peiping to take a different tack. The new overtures 
are strategy keyed to the strictest opportunism. 


We have forced them to this-pass. It would be near in- 


sanity for us to dissipate the advantage we have gained by 
measuring their change of strategy as a change of heart. 


We must indeed always be willing to talk, to sound out 


the Reds. We must be alert for the time when our strength 
oa all fronts—military, political and economic—is so great 
that the Communists will see that every avenue to conquest 


* is! barred to them. For then we may truly expect them to 
seek a Teal "live and let live" peace with the free world. 


There is no sign this moment has arrived. Those who 


fall all over themselves in frantic willingness to take the Reds 
at their latest, carefully contrived word must bring great 
amusement to the high councils of communism. Surely their 
shallow understanding contributes little to the cause of 
freedom.

Rare Muscle Disease 
Seems To Be Increasing~ 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Like a number of other diseases 


which were formerly considered 
rather rare myasthenia gravis ap- 
pears to before frequent than was 
previously believed. First describ- 
ed in the 17th century it did not 
become fully recognized until 1878. 
Since then, at least until recently, 
there has been little sustained ef- 
fort to learn more about this dis- 
ease. 


Before discussing this further I 


should like to say a word of cau- 
tion to one correspondent who sa'ys, 
"I have every symptom of myas- 
thenia gravis. I can't walk without 
aid. have a hard time to swallow 
and my eyes are blurry. I can't 
talk, that is to keep up a conver- 
sation, because I get so nervous. 
My left hand quivers all of the 
time." 


THE WRITER of this 
letter 


should not jump to the conclusion 
that the cause of the difficulties is 
myasthenia gravis since some of 
the symptoms do not fit. Actually, 
it is highly dangerous for any 
patient—even a doctor—to make a 
diagnosis on himself or herself. 


At present it should be said that 


myasthenia gravia is a disease of 
unknown origin so far lacking any 
sure cure. It may attack at any 
age in either sex and is not con- 
fined to an economic level, nation 
or race. Although the symptoms 
vary, extreme fatigue is typical. 
Drooping of the eyelids, double 
vision, difficulty in walking, diffi- 
culty in holding up the head or 
arms, trouble in smiling, speaking 
or swallowing are among the most 
frequent symptoms. 


OXLY THE MUSCLES which are 


moved voluntarily and not those 


, which are 
automatic as in the 


! heart are involved. Although no 


one speaks with too great confi- 
dence, it is felt that tha condition 


is the result of some change in 
the chemical balance which pre- 
vents the nerve impulse to the 
affected 
muscles from passing 


from the brain to the musclea 
themselves. 


Since the symptoms are not al- 


ways alike the victims of my- 
asthenia gravis may have had the 
disease a long time before a diag- 
nosis is made. In one case a pa- 
tient lived with myasthenia gravis 
for 40 years without knowing it. 
In another a patient with the dis- 
ease tells the incredible story that 
when she was a child her mother 
refuse:! to let her eat for 72 hours 
after an "attack" apparently be- 
cause 
the mother thought this 


youngster was "lazy." 


>"OW NEW ZEST has been addpd 


to attack on this disease. A non- 
profit organization—the Myasth'e- 
nia Gravis Foundation. (Academy 
of Medicine, 2 East 103rd Street, 
New York 29. N. Y.), made up of 
citizens, members of whose farnfly 
or friends have been afflicted witli 
the disease and of a number of 
prominent physicians has been es- 
tablished. The principal purpose of 
this foundation is to raise funds for 
research into the cause and cure 
of myasthenia gravis by enlisting 
the interest of those who have 
friends with this strange affliction 
and of others who are interested. 


In December, 1954, this Foundti- 


tion sponsored the First Interna- 
tional Conference on Myasthenia 
Gravis at which 20 scientific pa'pera 
were presented. Ultimately '"is 
new stimulous to research sliculd 
bear practical fruit.

Mortgage debt on homes and other 
nonfarm buildings totalled 95 bil- 
lion dollars at the start of this 
year, having gained by 11 billion 
in 1954 It has doubtless climbed 
nigher this yeai. 


Credit "Tighter" 


Easy credit terms and plentiful 


money supplies have spaiked the 
building boom Recently theie have 
been signs that money is getting 
tighter and that lenders in some 
aieas are beginning to balk at ex- 
tra easy teims Veterans who have 
been getting new homes on a no 
down payments basis are finding 
that hard to do no\\ in some cities. 


The almost insatiable demands 


of the mortgage maiket is tending 
to tighten the supply of monev in 
seneial, the First National City 
Bank of New Yoik lepoits in its 
June monthly lettei 


The cost of borrowing money is 


tending to rise. The bank notes 
that "borrowers are finding lend- 
ers less eager to inciease their 
loans and inclined to be more se- 
lective arid to tighten up on terms 
extended." The bank calls this a 
"natural and wholesome develop- 
ment." 


The mortgage demand isn't the 


only thing that is tightening the 
money supply. Business borrowing 
has the same effect And corpota- 
tions aie seeking moie funds to 
enlarge their plants and buy equip- 
ment and to meet mci eased needs 
for working capital. 


Consumers aie borrowing from 


the banks to help pay for their 
record buying of cars and appli- 
ances 


Brokers Borrowing; 


Brokers aie boilowing to finance 


their inventories of bonds and to 
help their customers buy stocks on 
margin (70 per cent cash, 30 per 
cent credit). 


And states and 
municipalities 


ar« constantly In the market bor- 
rowing for public projects. 


All of this borrowing tends to 


keep business booming. At the con- 
sumer level it means higher retail 
sales totals. At the corporate level 
it means expansion.

championship teams in football, 
outdoor track, tennis and cross- 
country. 


The white-haired little coach, go- 


ing on 93, greeted nine members 
of his famed 1905 gridiron squad 
that wound up a perfect season 
by beating Fielding Yost's point- 
a-nunute Michigan giant by a 
safety, 2-0. 


The chipper oldtimers. all push- 


ing 70 o_r past it, included captain 
Mark Catlin, who tackled a Michi- 
gan player for the winning two 
points, Leo DaTray, Merrill Meigs, 
Art Badenoch, William Boone. Ed- 
win Parry, Jessie Harper, Lester 
Larson and Fred Walker. 


Rusty Horseshoe 


Stagg laughed when Pat Page, 


a 12-letterman in the class of 1908, 
bounced up to him swinging a 
rusty horseshoe and cow bell from 
the cheering sections of yester- 
year. 


Stagg wept after keynoting his 


banquet speech with: "I'll think 
of you always as the boys who 
won your letters and who I had 
the honor of coaching . . .God bless 
each of you . . .1 love you very 
much." 


Taking some of the edge off the 


return of Stagg to the scene of his 
great coaching successes from 1892 
until 1933 was word by the school's 
chancellor, Larence A. Kimpton, 
that there is no likelihood of a 
return of "big time'' football at 
the university. Chicago dropped 
football in 1939 and quit the Big 
Ten entirely in JL946. 


But there was the concession 


that classes m intra-mural football 
will be established next year to 
determine if interest really is re- 
flected in a petition by 300 students 
asking for football. 


Catlin. the 1905 captain who now 


is a prominent citizen of Appleton, 
Wis., 
told the Order of "C" that 


"I stayed away from, the Univer- 
sity for a long time but I don't 
need lo tell you why. . .1 am 
ashamed of the University because 


it dropped football . . Let's get 
the game back here. . .*' 


Recalling the days of half a 


century ago, Catlin said that ths 
class of football could not be com- 
pared because the styles are en- 
tirely different.

"But we played with only 15 or 


16 men. 35 minutes to a half and 
no huddle to rest in," he added. 
"The fellows of today coudn't stay 
with us without a lot more con- 
ditioning than they have." 


In the same vein, Stagg said: 
"We could make fine use of the 


great passing and running of Wal- 
ter Eckersall and I would say my 
Chicago teams could take care of 
any teams playing today.'1 he 
said. "I will match Eckersall and 
Wally Steffen, my 190S quarter- 
back, against any of today's play- 
ers and none would surpass them 
at any phase of the game."

undoubtedly came when, Stella, his 
wife of 60 years anfl constant com- 
panion, was made an honorary 
member of the 
orecedented.

We do have weapons of mass de- 
struction, and we are going to 
plant them on them the minute 
ihey kick over the traces." 


The Canadian said as long as 


the West has greater military cap- 
ability and a larger stockpile of 
war materials, the Russians won't 
take offense when other nations 
disagree with them. 


"But the minute we have equal- 


ity, therein lies the danger of some- | 
body losing his temper," Plant ' 
added.

They are scheduled to leave for 


their homes Monday. 


Life Is Swift 


Life has moved swiftly for them 


in the past few days. They were 
freed Tuesday at the Red China 
border near Honk Kong, flown to 
Hawaii in 35 hours, told of tribula- 
tions in Communist prisons, and 
were 
reunited 
Thursday 
with 


wives, parents and brothers in a 
joyous meeting. 


Lt. Roland \V. Parks of Omaha 


told a reporter his Chinese jailers 
gave him "every reason to be- 
lieve" the other airmen would be 
freed soon. 


"They used us," he said. "Now 


they're going to use them. The 
Reds want 
continual 
favorable 


publicity of an international na- 
ture now." 


The fliers showed plainly at this 


time of joy that their thoughts 
and prayers were with the men 
still left behind. 


Lt. Lyle W. Cemeron, Lincoln

WASHINGTON W — President Ei- 
senhower's 3V2 billion dollar for- 
eign aid program sped to the 
House today after comfortably sur- 
viving all attempts in the Senate 
to reduce the total. 


Senate passage Thursday night 


marked the first time in five years 
a global aid authorization measure 
has won Senate approval without 
a money cut. Also defeated were 
attempts to require that a major 
part of economic aid be made as 
loans rather than grants. 


The final vote was 59-18. with 11 


Republicans and seven Democrats 
voting "no." The program is al- 
ready under consideration by the 
House Foi-eign Affairs Committee. 


Some Dissatisfaction 


The overwhelming approval rec- 


orded by the Senate, however, con- 
cealed a measure of strong dis- 
satisfaction on the part of some 
senators who voted for the till. 
They served notice they would 
fight to reduce the money total 
in the Appropriations Committee 
and later on the Senate floor when 
the forthcoming money bill is 
taken up. The legislation passed 
Thursday authorizes 
continuation 


of the seven-year-old aid program. 
Actual money to carry it out must 
be voted separately. 


Another matter that seemed cer- 


tain to play a role in the measure's 
ultimate fate was Yugoslav Mar- 
shal Tito's comunique joint state- 
ment with Russia Thursday favor- 
ing "satisfaction of the legitimate 
rights" 
of Red China regarding 


Formosa, the island stronghold of 
Chiang Kai-shek which this nation 
is pledged to defend. 


Senator Jenner (R-Ind) during 


debate Thursday mentioned the de- 


claration of principles signed by 
he Yugoslav President and Soviet 
Premier Nikolai A. Bulganin, but 
the news came late in the debate 
and played no part in the outcome.

But in interviews today, Sena- 


tors Mansfield (D-Mont), Jackson 
(D-Washi and Humphrey (D-Minn) 
all indicated the incident would 
be used by aid opponents in their 
efforts to reduce the program. The 
bill would permit Yugoslavia to 
receive 4012 million dollars in de- 
fense support money in the year 
starting July 1 and an undisclosed 
sum in the form of military'itmes 
such as planes and guns.

Many American parents are still 


haunted by doubt over whether to 
let their children be inoculated in 
the 1955 national anti-polio cam- 
paign. 


In London, more than 150 years 


age, parents were asking them- 
selves the same question: "Is this 
vaccine really safe for my child?" 


The vaccine had been developed 


by Dr. Edward Jenner to rid the 
world of what is perhaps the dead- 
liest infectious disease ever to af- 
flict mankind—smallpox. 


A Para!!e! 


" Although sepaiated by a century 
and. a half, there is a distinct his- 
torical parallel between the intro- 
duction of the polio and the small- 
pox vaccines. 


Both stirred public doubt and 


medical controversy. But whereas 
the nation's health agencies today 
have moved swiftly to establish 
new tests to assure the safety of 
the polio vaccine, Dr. '.Tenner's 
smallpox vaccine had to fight 
against ignorant fears and even 
religious 
prejudice 
for m a n y 


years' before winning complete ac- 
ceptance. It still has its diehard 
foes. 


There are some interesting par- 


allels between Dr. Jonas P. Salk. 
discoverer of the polio vaccine, 
and his great predcessor, Dr. Jen- 
ner. 


Both were dedicated scientists 


| who liked to follow their own ideas. 


Dr. Salk found the answer to 


polio in infected monkeys. Jenner 
found the answer to smallpox in 
a mild relative of the disease in 
cows. 
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polio 


Treated Own Children 


Dr. Salk felt so certain of his 


vaccine he inoculated his 


own children with it. The second 
person Dr. Jenner inoculated with 
his smallpox vaccine was his only 
son. Dr. Jenner had had the dis- 
ease in youth, and therefore could 
not test it on himself. 


The Jenner vaccine technique 


was improved by subsequent in- 
vestigation. But even now, through 
some biological freak, a real case 
of smallpox although usually mild 
will occasionally crop up following 
vaccination. Evena pinprick some- 
times leads to death. 


But U. S. authorities once vac- 


cinated 3,515,000 residents of the 
Philippine Islands without a fatal- 
ity. Where vaccination is compul- 
sory, smallpox is almost non-exist- 
ent. Wherever vaccination isn't en- 
forced, the number of cases of 


small pox rises and it become! a 
menace again. 


If the Salk vaccine now follow! 


the same steady curve of mas* 
performance achieved by the Jen- 
ner vaccine, a quicker public' ac- 
ceptance and modern medical re- 


j sources should make it possible 
within a generation or less to list 
polio and smallpox where they 
both belong—among the disease* 
of the past.
